The decision of the railway board 
granting the roads permission

cfet wages approximately 12 per cent 
ffocp the present scale is effective July 
1. Qm that date also the present na­ 
tional agreement, which 
prescribes 
||des under which the employes now 
wdrk, expires. Among leaders of the 
railway worker» the decision of the 
board was regarded by some as a vic­ 
tory for the men, inasmuch as the rail­ 
roads had asked wage reductions ap­ 
proximating 26 per cent. 
It is jielieved the workers will ac­ 
cept . the wage cuts, regarding

more vital the provisions of the new 
working agreement that are . to
